Construct a sled, say eighteen incbnfi 


wide and not more than six inches from 
tbe ground, which carries a frame stick- 
ing out to both aides like winga, be- 
ginning two inches above the sled and 
reaching just above the vinea. For low 
pruned vines and stake vines a differ- 
ent frame has to be used. On thia 
frame light canvass or heavy sheet cloth 
is stretched, which ia painted all over 
with a sticky substance made of tar and 
linseed oil, mixed well by heating. By 
driving through tha vineyard two or 
three times at a good pace with this 
ak-d, scraping off the canvas once in a 
while or repainting it with the prepara- 
tion, insects and all, you will bs satis- 
factorily repaid for your little (-xnensa.

s' clubs, horticultural society meet- 
.ga, the experiments of state university 
rofesaorsor the above or any other ad-

The capital etock of the 
Forflyth 


Seeded Raisin Company has teen in- 
creased from 100.000 shares to 2i>0,- 
000, th* additional stock being sold to 
Detroit moneyed men, who will imme- 
diately put additional capital into-the 
business to the extent of $100,000. 


Tho present buildings will be removed 


at once from their present site to the 
block directly west of the Southern Pa- 
cific depot. 


In addition to these a two-awry build- 


ing will be erected, making the total di- 
mensions of the factory 260x100. In 
this will be placed ten new seeding ma- 
chines, or double the present number. 
Every part of the mechanical appli- 
ances will be enlarged and improved 
with the very latest devices for stem- 
ming, cleaning and eeeaing the fruit 
rapidly and satisfactorily. 


It is eatiinatad that the capacity of the 


factory will be trebled, both aa to daily 
output and the number of bauds em- 
ployed. With the new machinery three 
carloada of fruit ready for market will bo 
turned out daily. 


The decision to so greatly enl arge this 


industry the second year after its incep- 
tion ia due to the rapidly growing de- 
mand for seeded raisins, handled in "tha 
satisfactory manner for which tbe For- 
syte company ia noted. Last season, 
the firat in which the Forsyth company 
had its seeding machines in operation, 
the demand for steded raisins was far 
in excess of tho amount the company 
could turn out. The product sprang 
into favor immediately and in a few 
years it is doubtful if eny other kind 
will be put on the market. It was stated 
at the time the seeding machines firat 
came into use that they would revolu- 
tionize the raisin industry and there is 
every indication that the prediction will 
come true.

The executive committee of the Fresno 


3ounty Farmers*Club met attlie Cham- 
ber of Commerce rooms at IP a.m. yea- 
terday to discuss the peat of thzipa now 
damaging the vineyards and also the 
matter of the appointment ol county 
lorticultural comuua&iouerB. 


Chairman Hodgkin reported that Pro- 


fessor Woodworth and himself 
had 


tested spraying with an emulsion of 
aour milk and koroeene aad also solt- 
aoap and quaaaia chips. 
Each was 


effective on the apbia now infesting the 
young growth on citrus fruit—tbe coal- 
oil emulsion proving the better one— 
but neither satisfactorily destroyed tbe 
thrips.- Alter beinc subjected to a thor- 
ough drenching the thrips, though dis- 
abled for a time, came to life and re- 
aumed operations as if nothing serious 
aad occurred. 


Mr. Hodgkin also stated that on close 


inspection he found that mildew had 
done full as much damage ae thripa. 
Tbia damage was readily stayed by the 
application of sulphur. He also re- 
ported that there were plain indicatione 
of damage done to leaf and fruit forma 
by frost, though no froat had been 
officially reported. 


John B, Dore reported on the last 


day's field work done by 
Professor 


Woodworth. He reported damage by 
frost, and stated that while no one 
claimed any serious damage from mil* 
dew he had found to his surprise on in- 
spection that thrips had been credited 
with much damage that really occurred 
from mildew. He found thia to be true 
on hia own vineyard—owing to failure 
to sulphur early, though he had not sns- 
ptcteu its presence. 


He suggested that, like grass hoppers, 


etc., thripa had their years o! plenty, of 
which this was one, and that if Borne 
waj waa not devised to scotch them the 
coming brood would he likely to do 
j;rvat damage to the coming crop. 


F. Boatick l)odd, whoae article on a 


mode of treatment appeared in yester- 
day's REPUBLICAN mentioniugapHuscen, 
waa introduced to tho club and ad- 
dressed it ou an insecticide which ho 
had manufactured and tested in Eng- 
land.

The defense sprung aomethine of a 


surprise in the Sanders trial yesterday 
when they placed two witnesses on tbe 
stand who testified that they knew John 
Knauach in the early days of California, 
wbeo tbe defendant says he became 
acquainted with him. Knausch was the 
mysterious capitalist and friend of San- 
ders who furnished the capital with 
which William Wootton'a ranch was 
bought, according to the defendant's 
story. Senders also says that the laet 
be saw of the missing rancher waa when 
tie alighted from hie (Banders') back- 
board, having become angry, and started 
away with Knanech and Graves on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1894, several milea below the 
ranch, which they all left together. 


Because of hie prominent connection 


with the great mystery John Knausch 
has been a very interesting character in 
tbe case. But heretofore no one could 
be found who had ever Been him, 
although Professor Saiidera' description 
of him wcs anch that he would be con- 
spicuous anywhere. At the second trial 
of the defendant two witnesses testified 
that they bad known a John Knauech 
many years ago, hut they differed very 
much as to the appearance of the man. 
For this reason this tusthuouy waa re- 
ceived with considerable doubt. 


But the two witnesses who testified 


yesterday were of a charactertlmt would 
convince one of tbe truth of their state- 
ments. They were B. F, Cross aud wife 
of Raymond, Madura county, and the 
substance of their testimony 
WP.B that 


they met Knauach in lied Bluffs in 1874. 
Sanders baa often said that he made the 
acquaintance of the mining capitalist in 
"early daya." 


While the testimony of Mr. and Mre. 


Orosa may have no material bearing on 
the case, it ia highly intorepHif hpp.iman 
of the supposition of the 
that "John Knausch" waa _ 
character employed by Sanders the bel- 
ter to carry out hia schemes. The proe- 
ocution do not think that any impoitant 
point ie sained by the dafeuee in the 
now testimony; John Knausch may 
have existed many years ago, and hia 
name fiutiLiouelv used by the defendant 
yeara after hia death or departure from 
the country. 


Mr. Cross related on tho stand yoeter- 


dny that while he and his wife wero 
stopping at the hotel in Red Bluffa in 


yesterday that about two years ago 
bo noticed an account of Sanders' 
trial in m p*p*r, which btd been 
wrapped around iomb ware* be had 
purchased at a store. In the publica- 
tion he saw mention of John Koanach'a 
name, and remarked to bis wife at tbe 
'.irr.fi ;hst the? onre knew n man nf th<!? 
came. Thinking the ea»e waa disposed 
of and that their knowledge of tbe mye- 
terioua character would b« of no avail, 
Mr. Cross and hia wife paid no further 
attention to the matter.
